TKBJIIBLE T»AOEI>T. — Henry 
Prinz, a 


gymnast, whose professional name wa* 
Maynard — one of the so-called Maynard 
Brother* — w»9 shot in Cleveland Friday 
night by a young woman named Minnie 
Fish, and died from the effects of hia in- 
juries in about half an hour afterwards. 
The tragedy occurred at No. 102 Ontario 
street, in a house ot" aasignation, and the vic- 
tim was a native of Syracuse. Th» Plain 
Dealer say»: 


The prisoner, Minnie Fish, stated to our 


reporter this morning that she had been, 
during the evening, in company with a 
young man, and that on "parting with him 
he offered her a revolver to protect herself 
with iu case she should be insulted on her 
way to her home at the corner of Detroit 
and Taylor streets, on the West Side. No 
street cars were running and she would 
have to walk the entire distance, and her 
male friend aaid he could not go home with 
her. This part of the statement is corrobo- 
rated by the young man himself — who occu- 
pies a respectable position in society — and 
he adds his belief that the girl would not 
lie if she were to bo bung for telling the 
truth. 


Minnie says that after leaving this young 


man she started towards home, but thought 
ahe would turn back and find " Hank, as 
»he called tho deceased, and have him go 
home \vith her. She seemed to know ju.-,t 
where to nnd him, and in a lew minute.^ 
was closeted with him in the house above 
mentioned. She said ahe took a seat upon 
hia lap and gave liim the pistol, afterward 
taking it again. In »ome way, ahe hardly 
knew how, 1 ho pistol was discharged and 
he was shot. 
The prisoner states that the shooting was 


entirely accidental, and states that she and 
the deceased were to have been marriey 
next Monday. She saya she had known 
him for about four years, having formerly 
livod iu Syracuse, whore his iiome was. 


Tho victim of this unhappy ocourrencehad 
been playing an engagement at the Opera 
House in this city. He was awaiting » letter 
from Pittsburgh to inform him whether he 
was wanted professionally there. If he had 
not secured an engagement there it was his 
intention to buve gone home to Syracuse ; or 
at least this is the prisoner's story. 


Minnie Fish, who fired the fatal shot, is an 


American girl, twenty years old. She Lo 
passably good-looting, neither handsome 
iior the opposite. Her home, is with her 
family, on the West Side, Her parents are 
said to be living, her father being a lake 
captain. 


Her case was before tbe police court this 
morning. No evidence lor tbe defence was ' 
introduced. Judge Towner held the defend- 
ant in $3,001) bail to answer before the com- 
mon pleas court to a charge of murder in the , 
second degree. The bail was furnished and 
the defendant wus released from custody.
